East Richardson 
Adjacent 
to the site is the presently- 
operating Shiloh field. 
A single 4,000-foot, 100-foot 
wide runway would, if final 
approval for the municipal 
airport is granted by the 
FAA, run north-south, ac­ 
cording to Richardson of­ 
ficials. The present Shiloh 
Field runway is less than 
2,500 feet in length and 27 
feet wide, and runs in a 
northwest 
to 
southeast 
direction, just west of the 
planned new runway. 
Land for the airport was 
donated to 
the city 
of 
Richardson lo ath e empress 
purpose of developing an 
airport, and was officially 
accepted b^Athe tits 
ih 
January 1973. 


Original plans called for 
an initial 3,700-foot runway, 
with expansion possible to a 
length of 6,000 feet. A second 
runway was also deemed 
possible, initially. 
Plans Altered 
Noah em phasized that 
those plans have since been 
altered. He noted that the 
location 
of 
the 
proposed 
runway has also been moved 
further east, to dispel fears 
over the safety of Plano 
children attending Forman 
E lem entary School, and 
“noise pollution” complaints 
from Plano residents to the 
north. 
“ Richardson has done 
everything possible to bb 
open about the plans for the 
airport,” said Noah, 
and 
“we have considered the 


objections of those residents 
who were willing to work 
with us in 
the 
planning 
stages.” 
He noted that a group of 
hom eowners 
in 
the 
Ridgewood addition in Plano 
had urged that the runway 
length be kept shorter, and 
that flight patterns to keep 
planes away from the school 
site and the homes be en­ 


forced. Those changes have 
been made, he said, from the 
time the original 
airport 
plans were made public.

Tiny Tot Openings Remain 


Some 380 boys and girls 
have signed up for the Plano 
YMCA 
Tiny 
Tot 
swim 
program which begins its 
first 
two-week 
session, 
Monday, June 2. 
However, according to 
Jim Curtis, aquatics director 
at the YMCA, a few openings 
remain for the first session 
of classes. Also, the second 
session, June 16-26. and the 
third session, July 7-17, still 
have openings for boys and 
girls, age three through six. 
The Tiny Tot swim lessons 
are designed with two basic 
r 
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purposes in mind. 
“ First,” as Curtis points 
out, “ the program aims at 
helping each 
child 
feel 
comfortable in the water and 
learn a respect for the water. 
After 
this 
goal 
is 
ac­ 
complished, then each child 
is then taught the basic skills 
of swimming, which include 
the front glide, flutter kick, 
crawl

Classes are separated by 
age, according to Curtis. 
Three and four-year-olds 
have separate classes that 
meet for 30 minutes, while 
the five and six-year-olds 
meet 
together 
for 
40 
minutes. 
The five and six-year-olds 
progress toward passing the 
swimming requirements for 
Tadpole, the national YMCA 


pre-school swim program. 
These requirements include 
an endurance swim 
with 
rotary breathing, a survival 
float, 
lifesaving 
skills, 
personal safety skill and a 
combination swim. 
The final goal of each age 
class is that each child learn 
to swim. 
“ Nevertheless, 
children 
this young have to be ap­ 
proached at their own level 
in

The Press and the American Revolution —

Printer Rebels Against Stamp Act

The young printer sat in 
the dimly lit shop in Halifax, 
Nova Scotia, carving a crude 
woodcut with a devil’s image 
that he would use in the next 
issue of the Halifax Gazette. 
Isaiah Thomas, the 16- 
year-old lad from Boston, 
who had been hired to help 
get out the only newspaper of 
the British province, could 
easily see that the Stamp Act 
would hurt the printing 
business. Although he was 
probably unaware at first of 
the political implications of 
this parliamentary tax law 
of 1765, the alert 
young 
printer saw its full meaning 
before long. In any event he 
did his best to stir up the 
people 
of 
Nova 
Scotia 
against the measure. 
A poor but bright boy, 
Thomas 
had 
been 
ap­ 
prenticed by his mother at 
the age of six to learn the 
printing 
business 
with 


Zechariah Fowle of Boston. 
After working and studying 
with Fowle for nine years, he 
had a quarrel with his 
master and broke the ap­ 
prenticeship. 
Off to Halifax 
Following this he headed 
for Halifax, hoping to make 
his way to London, where he 
might “ acquire a more 
perfect knowledge of his 
business.’’ In desperate need 
of funds, Thomas took a job 
with 
Anthony 
Henry, 
publisher of the Halifax 
Gazette. It was during this 
time that the Stamp Act 
went into effect in Nova 
Scotia. 
Although Henry was not 
very skillful as a printer - 
and had little liking for the 
trade - he was given charge 
of a press that the provincial 
government 
felt 
was 
essential for its business. 
This 
fat, 
good 
natured 
Alsatian was 
preoccupied 
with 
other 
affairs, 
or 
perhaps he was just behind 
in his fishing. In any event, 
he left the job of getting out 


the newspaper to his young 
assistant. Isaiah Thomas 
made the most of the op­ 
portunity. 
Quality Improved 


Thomas improved 
the 
quality of the Gazette as best 
he could, and then began to 
enliven the newspaper with 
his choice of items and 
editorial notes. He also 
copied articles from other 
papers (as was the custom) 
and soon attracted attention 
with his opposition to the 
Stamp Act. One issue con­ 
tained “ A Definition of 
Treason’’ that had appeared 
in the Boston Post-Boy. 


When the newspaper was 
printed 
on 
pre-stam ped 
paper, Thomas turned 
it 
around so that the stamp 
appeared in the wrong place 
on the page. And calling 
attention to the increased 
cost because of the stamps. 
he slyly inserted under the 
masthead “Advertisements 
are taken in, and inserted as 
cheap as the Stamp Act will 
allow.’’ 
Another 
time he 
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This is an enlargement of the upsidedown tax stamp which appeared in the issue of the 
Halifax Gazette described in the accompanying article. While the printer Isaiah Thomas had 
turned the prestamped paper around so that the stamp appeared inverted, his own crude cut 
of the devil with a pitchfork was printed in correct position. Careful examination will also 
reveal the words that the printer placed beneath the stamp. It was a flagrant misuse of 
stamped paper, and superimposing the devil stamp and other material on the printed page 
was hardly good newspaper practice. Isaiah Thomas’s taunting opposition to the Stamp Act 
cost him his job on the Halifax Gazette. (Courtesy, American Antiquarian Society). 
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trimmed the paper so that 
the stamp did not appear at 
all ; once he inserted a skull 
and crossbones in place of 
the stamp. 
Indifference Abounds 
It may seem incredible 
that the young printer got 
away with these taunts for 
several 
months. 
But 
Anthony 
Henry 
was 
a 
lethargic 
soul, and the 
authorities did not take 
Thom as 
too 
seriously 
because most Nova Scotians 
were seemingly indifferent 
to the Stamp Act. He was 
reprimanded, however, and 
for a time behaved himself. 
In the Feb. 13, 1766 issue of 
the Halifax Gazette, Thomas 
outdid himself. The revenue 
stam p 
appeared 
upside 
down and next to it was the 
woodcut 
that 
Isaiah 
had 
been carving. This showed 
the devil jabbing at stamps 
with a pitchfork, and there 
was an inscription reading 
“Scorn and contempt for 
America pitching down to 
destruction. D 
it clear the 
way for B 
s and Stamps.” 
Hack to Boston 
This was too much and 
Isaiah Thomas was fired. 
Unable to get to England, he 
took passage to Portsmouth, 
N. H., and finally made it 
back to Boston. Before long 
he was in the thick of Patriot 
opposition to British policies 
in Massachusetts. 
P r i n t e r s 
a l m o s t 
everywhere in the colonies 
regarded the Stamp Act as 
oppressive and 
unfair to 
them. All branches of the 
printing trade would be hard 
hit; items subject to tax 
in c lu d e d 
n e w s p a p e rs , 
a lm a n a c s , 
p a m p h le ts , 
newspaper advertisements, 
most 
legal 
and 
business 


forms, and apprenticeship 
indentures. 
It is small wonder that a 
loud chorus of protest was 
heard from the printers, or 
that newspapers were filled 
with angry denunciations of 
the 
“ fatal 
Black-A ct.’’ 
Printers saw* the Stamp Act 
as a virtual guarantee of 
economic disaster for them. 
Wrath Unleashed 
Newspapers opened their 
pages to Patriot writers, who 
spewed 
forth 
venomous 
articles about the threat to 
A m erican 
rights 
and 
liberties Public opinion was 
aroused as never before. 
F aced 
with 
th is 
w i d e s p r e a d 
c l a m o r . 
P arliam ent repealed th e 
Stam p 
Act. 
A m erican 
P atrio ts 
and 
p rin te rs 
( e s p e c ia lly 
n e w s p a p e r 
publishers) had discovered 
an important weapon - the 
power of the press. 
Isaiah Thomas, the young 
printer who had opposed the 
Stamp Act in Halifax, soon 
became a leading Patriot. 
His 
M assachusetts 
Spy. 
begun in 1770, was the most 
daring 
of 
Boston s 
new spapers 
-- 
alm o st 
flaming in its denunciation 
of British rule. On the eve of 
the battle of Lexington and 
Concord, Thomas fled with 
his press to Worcester, about 
40 miles inland. 
Years later, after making 
his fortune in the printing 
and publishing business. 


Isaiah Thomas founded the 
Society in Worcester, Mass., 
printed record of the young 
American 
Antiquarian 
as a means of preserving the 
republic.

Plano was unable to move baserunners in the 8th, 10th and 
lith innings and the result was a 5-3 loss to Fort Worth 
Arlington Heights in the schoolboy quarterfinal baseball 
playoffs Friday at Trinity Park. 
Plano lost the 11-inning heartbreaker which tied the series 
at l l, forcing a third deciding game yesterday. 
Starter Bill Crabtree for Plano and reliefer Sammy 
Bickham Jr. pitched excellent baseball, however, two 
fielding errors led to Height’s scores. Height’s scored three 
runs in the fourth inning for a 3-1 lead and rested behind 
righthander Shaun Mooney until the bottom of the seventh 
inning when Plano scored two runs to throw the contest into 
extra innings. 
Plano was unable to score baserunners in three different 
innings following the 3-3 tie while Heights pushed across two 
runs in the lith inning which ultimately decided the game. 


Plano Come Back 
Despite Plano’s loss, the game was filled with tense ex­ 
citement such as Plano’s seventh inning comeback. 
Plano had taken a 1-0 lead in the second inning when 
baserunner Mark Morriss at first base attempted to steal 
second base, drawing the throw of Height’s catcher Tom 
Flores. The throw gave baserunner Brooks Wallace at third 
base time to ramble down the baseline and score. 
Height’s took the lead from Plano in the fourth inning by 
scoring three runs from a fielding error, walk, and two 
singles. Height’s held onto their lead and appeared the 
victors as Plano came to bat in the bottom of the seventh 
inning. 
With one out, rightfielder Morriss singled to leftfield and 


was advanced to second base as pitcher Crabtree hit into a 
fielder’s choice that eliminated baserunner Tony Wallis. 
So with two outs, leftfielder Randy Newton slapped the 
baseball into deep Centerfield for a triple to score both 
Morriss and Billy Vanderlinden, who was pinch running for 
Crabtree. 
Newton’s deep Centerfield hit would have been a homerun 
at almost any baseball diamond except Trinity Park. The 
ball traveled about 380-feet in the air then rolled against the 
420-foot fence. 


Lights Turned Out 


Sammy Bickham Jr. was used for relief throwing in the 
eighth through tenth innings and the junior lefty prevented 
any Height’s baserunners. 
In the lith inning, Coaches Rommie Maxey and Maurice 
Jaynes brought Crabtree back on the mound and the Yellow 
Jacket batters jumped on the then tired Crabtree. 
Two singles and a sacrifice scored one run and Height’s 
added another run on a fielding error by Plano. In the bottom 
of the lith, Plano was unable to tie the score up again and 
thus lost 5-3. 
The winning runs of Arlington Height’s were con­ 
troversial. With two outs, Height’s batter Mike Batts singled 
to Centerfield that started baserunner Joe Oliver from 
second base to home plate. 
Plano centerfielder Tony Wallis scooped the ball and 
hurled it dead center on the plate. Catcher Brian Wilkinson 
fielded the throw and made the tag on Oliver as he slid in. 
Wilkinson had his entire body in front of homeplate, 


however, the umpire ruled that Oliver did touch the plate 
despite objections by Coach Maxey.

Polly’s Problem 


DEAR POLLY — How does one renew the permanent 
creases in polyester slacks? I have a new double knit pair 
that was left in the too hot dryer too long. I now have to pay 
a dollar to have them pressed every time they are washed. 
- TOM. 
DEAR TOM — Why not try doing this touch-up pressing 
yourself. Use a steam iron set on low. Such a good steam 
pressing should last through several washings. Do test iron 
heat first or use a damp pressing cloth or even a brown 
paper bag. Never pack soiled permanently pressed items 
tightly in the clothes hamper. New dryers tumble clothes 
dry in warm air to remove the wrinkles and then in cool so 
the fibers firm up and are less likely to wrinkle. Never 
overload the washer. This causes wrinkles. Add fabric 
softener to the final rinse. Your wash water may have been 
too hot. If your machine does not have a cool rinse, before 
spinning use not-too-warm or cool water to avoid wrinkles. 
Remove from dryer as soon as dry. Hang by cuffs in pants 
hanger. — POLLY.
